At the head of tho list stauds 1'hito, 
whose (lowing lines, that glide as from n 
ivrift-runuinf; pen. were really the product 
>f slow and tedious elaboration. There is 
an anecdote that tho opening sentence of 
'•The Uepublic''was found on the author's 
tablets written in thirteen different versions. 
When finally summoned by Death to cease 
from his labors, the philosopher was sitting 
1 his desk, as Dionysius says, combing.and 
.urliug, and weaving and nn\Sfeaving his 
writings, after a variety of fashions." 
Plato 


was SI years of age when called "to join tho 
great majority beyond." 


Addisou, whose graceful unaffected .stylo 


Lias excited the envy and admiration of culti- 
vated readers, composed with painful delib- 
eration. Tho press was frequently stopped 
after nearly a whole edition of The Specta- 
tor had been struck off, in order that ho 
might change a preposition in one of his 
sentences. 
While ho held the position of 


uuder-secretary, it fell to him to communi- 
cate to Prince George of Hanover intelli- 
gence of the death of Queen Anno and tho 
vacancy of the throne. 
The fastidious au- 


thor was so puzzled to make a choice of 
expressions in which to convey tho news 
that finally tho task of writing the prince 
was given to a clerk, who boasted of having 
done what ATldison found impossible. 


Lamb expended immense labor upon his 


humorous essays,—the 
delicate, dainty 


fancies being fashioned with the most criti- 
cal nicety. U is said that a playful letter to 
n friend often cost him the work of a week. 
It ic'relatod of Tennyson that ho wrote tho 
song, ''Oomo Into tho Garden Maud" hfty 
tirnes over before it suited him; and that he 
spent eight hours a day, for nearly six weeks 
altogether, altering and polishing uLocksley 
Hall." 
Tho first draft of tho poem was pro- 


duced ill two days; but the exquisite perfec- 
tion of tho finished work was the result of 
this' unormous drudgery. 
Moore accom- 


plished but seventy lines of "Lalla liookli" 
in a week, when his mood for writing 
was most 
felicitous. 
Kinglako 
wrote 


"Eothcu" five or six times over before 
it was given into tho hands of the publisher. 
Bulfon' was fifty years 
completing his 


"Studies of Nature," and copied tlio entire 
work eighteen times ere it was finally dis- 
patched to the printer. "Ho composed in a 
singular manner, writing on lai'£« sized 
paper, in which, as in a ledger, fivo distinct 
columns were ruled. 
In the first column he 


wrote down tho first thoughts; in tho second 
he corrected, enlarged, and printed it: and 
so on until he had reached the fifth column, 
within which he finally wrote the result of 
his labor. Bnl, even "after this, ho would 
recompose a sentence twenty times; and 
once devoted fourteen hours to finding the 
tropor word with which to round off a sen- 
tence." 


La llochefoc.iul spent fifteen years in 


preparing his little book of "Maxims," al- 
tering somo of them nearly thirty times. 
John 1'oster often poiu'tered hours over tho 
construction of a single sentence; and Hog- 
en worked a fortnight over a note to his 
''Italy," that embraced a very few lines. 
When Balzac had completed tho plan of ono 
of his novels, and, by laborious research, 
gained all tho materials ho wished to put 
into it, it. was his custom to shut himself 
np in the privacy of his darkened rooms, 
and by artificial light work day and night at 
the business of composition. His faithful 
servants attended upon him, supplying his 
wants, and saving him all thought with re- 
gard to his physical needs. 
When, at last 


Balzac emerged from his seclusion, with his 
romance completed, his aspect was that of 
a dead man. But, tho toil over, his manu- 
script was not then ended. 
It was altered 


and amended while in tho printer's hands, 
until printer and publisher were reduced to 
despair. 


Gibbon says of the manner in which ho 


labored over the "Decline nnd Fall of tho 
llonian Kmpiro"j "Many experiments were 
mado before I could hit tho iniddlo lono be- 
tween a dull tome and a rhetorical dtKilama- 
tion: tliroo (imon did, I eomposo tho first 
chapter, and twice tho necond nnd third, be- 
fore I was tolerably ratified with their of- 
foct." When Bulwor began his career as n 
nnvoli«t, it i.i said

ic models for the study of all tho journnl- 
als in tlio world. Editors whoso ideas of 
lio functions of a newspaper aro limited to , 
ho above-described rather narrow field, 
intnrnlly find fault with a paper liko tho 
llornld, which aims to t, II the ptoplo not 
>uly what has actually occurred, but what 
ulliiences and tendencies lire at work to 
n-oduoe future events: and to form public 
ipinion by kei-ping it informed concerning 
lin matters within its control.

The motive for this diabolical scheme ap- 
pears to have been to procure exaggerated 
nnd fictitious insurance, and to share after- 
wards with others. 
Thomaa is quite con- 


scious and answers all questions, but tho 
bullets have not yet been extracted from his 
head. 


From what is known the barrel prepared 


for this shameful work was made strongly 
by a Bremen cooper, and partitioned, one 
part containing tho dynamite and the other 
tho apparatus for exploding it.
